A Prunslnii Invents n Kim] of 1'nii 


Can llo Used l-'or Xt-rarious I'lirpuMos. 
A Prussian named Lautz has invented 


a wiitiug paper which will be hoard of 
in the criminal courts l^efore lon^. Ic is 
oi! the saruo aiipem-auce as any other 
•writing material, but a discovery as to 
its properties has caused the German 
government to declare its manufacture 
illegal, and a patent has been refused. 
It is composed of parchment, gtr.e, as- 
bestos and tho ordinary ingredients used 
in the manufacture of flue paper, such 
as is used for checks, bonds mid certifi- 
cates of stock. Tho moist sheets, imme- 
diately alter leaving the rollers for the 
ftrat time are placed iu a bath of con- 
centrated sulphuric acid, to which dis- 
tilled water has been added. 


After having been pressed between 


glass rollers the sheets are successively 
bathed in pure water, u solution of am- 
monia and finally iu water again. The 
process is completed by hard pressing, 
passing through felt rollers aiid drying 
between polished und heated metal cyl- 
inders. Tho peculiarity of this innocent 
looking paper is that writing, no niattei 
bow aeidiferons the ink, can be readily 
washed off with water after any length 
of time. Such material would bo dim- 
gerous in the hands of forgers. Although 
prohibited by the German government, 
ynautitias of this paper will no doubt be 
manufactured for nefarious purposes. — 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

REVENUE AND PROTECTIVE TARIFFS 


DISCUSSED. 


Icttsons Why tho Ad Valorem IH llcttur 
Tluiu tli« .Spcuiltc Sy»Uim--Pi'rH«uluil Mo- 
nopoly IVvora (he LuUcr; tlio AlaShCH 
Stand by the FUI-IIHT. 


While most oi* the changoH made in 


the Wilson bill by tho seuatti subcom- 
mittee liavo "been bu<l, and voiy batl, 
tlieru luis been QUO change that i.s most 
commendable, Mtuiy duties, and espe- 
cially those in the chemical ncheclulu, 
have been changed from specific to nd 
valorem. Senator Mills, who more than 
any other man is probably responsiblo 
for theso changes, gives the L'ollowiiig 
reasons in favor of ad valoreiu duties: 


There are two opposing policies 


about tariffs. 
One id that tho pdneipiil 


objeofc of the duty should he to protect 
the domestic product against; foreign 
competition. Tho othc*r its that tho duty 
should be laid for revenue and fur that 
alone. Those who have advocated tlie 
protection theory have clung with te- 
nacity to the specific duty, or the duty 
on quantity, as yards, pounds, tons, 
dozens or other. Tho friends of the rev- 
enue policy have clung to the rate by 
values, or ad valorem, as it is called, 
The ud valorem system informs every 
citizen of thu amount of tax imposed on 
each article. The specific system con- 
ceals it. Horses may be taxed $80 per 
head. If thu horsu were worth $10, it 
would be 800 per cent und an unreason- 
able tax, which would bring no revenue 
because tmch burses could not be im- 
ported, but it would protect the domes- 
tic raiser of such stock. Wo havo that 
tax now under existing law, and it ex- 
cludes all cow ponies, and the govern- 
meat loses tlie revenue it would get with 
a revenue duty. The tax on the quan- 
tity—tho specific article—con coals from 
i:he people the faofc that it is UOO pet- 
cent on the value. 


"These instances uiigl'it be extended 


indefinitely. I will give one moio in- 
stance. Pearl buttons are taxed S ,^ coats 
per Hue. Whu knows what the tux is 
oil this little necessary of life by this 
description? It is 011 all tho clothing of 
all the children of tlie poor. Thu specific; 
duty is over 118 per cent. Who would 
have had the effrontery to have written 
down in the tariff law a duty of 148 per 
cent on pearl buttons? Protectionists 
cling to the specific duty because it is 
tho most efficient iustrunicmt of exorbi- 
tant taxation, and for the same reason 
Democrats oppose it. 


"Again, it discriminates against the 


poor by charging higher rates on the 
cheap articles that the poorer people 
must buy, A duty of 50 cents on a yard 
of cloth worth $1 will be fiO per cent; 
on the cloth worth 50 cents pur yard it 
would bo 100 por cent, awl on a yard 
of cloth worth 25 cents it would be 200

lorem rate. All the taxes iu all the 
states, comities and cities are ad valo- 
rem. All tho commercial business ot" the 
world is carried on by value. Every pur- 
chase and sale of goods is by value, aud 
it is the merest trifling with the com- 
mon sanse of the peuple to say that du- 
ties ooniiot be honestly collected when 
imposed by ad valorem rates. In 18'i6, 
when tho Democratic, party struck bold- 
ly out for tariff reform, President Folk 
urged ad valorem duties on congress. 


"Seorutary llobert J. Walker pressed 


upon congress thu importance of aban- 
doning specific diities and. making a tar- 
iff for revenue with ad valorem duties. 
The great tariff of 18-Hihad iiotouo spo- 
oilic duty iu all its schedules. It brought 
such an excess of reventi.es to the treas- 
ury that iu 1857 another tariff had to bo 
made, still further reducing duties, and 
that, like tho tariff of 1840, was exclu- 
sively ad valorem.
